And indeed were a Mitchie- 
vous Lye the only Unlawful one, there were no 
occafion co Prohibit Lying, fince fo great a Variety 
of Paffages Forbids us to injure any Man — Befides, 
were all Lies Lawful, bur what are Mifchicvous, 
the Sin of a Milchievous Lye wou'd confift, not in 
the Lye, butin the Mifchiet, it is intended to Pro- 
more, Bur chat rhe Scriptures thouwd thar 
parcofa Complicated A@tion, which ts entirely 
huvent, and yer intend thereby to condemn tnat o-

the Apoftle to the Hebrews, who calls him a Profane Per- 
fon, for as his Profanenefs confifted in Detpifing that Birth- 
right, which contain’d, either Really, or Typically, at 
leaft, not only Temporal, but Spiritual Privileges.
